WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Eapid Ripening and Harvesting Aided 
by Last Week's Sunshine. 

Boston, Sept. 29.—The warm and 
pleasant weather of the early part of 
last week aided the rapid ripening and 
harvesting of all crops, so that no great 
amount of damage resulted from the 
general frosts of the morning of the 21st. 
During the middle and latter part the 
wéather was much cooler.’ The rain of 
the 23d relieved the drought, which was 
becoming quite serious in many parts of 
Maine, Vermont and New Hampshire, 
excepting in a few sections of Maine, 
where more rain is needed to fill streams 
and wells and place pastures in good con- 
dition. Over the greater part of New 
England the rainfall was sufficient to 
make the ground in fit condition fer plow- 
ing, seeding and fall work. 

Corn is being husked, and is reported 
a good and large crop without exception. 
Buckwheat is reported a goodcrop. The 
conditions are excellent for fall plowing 
and seeding, which, though delayed by 
the rainy weather, is bethg rapidly com- 
pleted. . 

The season favored grass. The hay 
crop has beén so large that in many in- 
stances rowen and meadows were not 
cut. Pastures and fields are reported 
as green as in June, with excellent fal! 
feed. 


in seetions.of southern New Hamp- | 


shire apples are reported a large crop 
and of good quality, but otherwise the 
crop is light, many reporting it to be not 
more than half or third of the usual sup- 
ply. Peaches, plums and pears are gen- 
erally light and below the usual! quality. 
Cranberry picking is well advanced, but 
he crop is much less than expected, muct 
damage having occurred from insects, 
sun-scald and early frosts. 

Potatoes are an average crop except 
in a few inetances where rot was severe; 
digging will soon be finished. Squashes 
are a large crop of good quality. Vege- 
tables generally yield well.

My Dear Doctor: 

This js the season of game in New 
England and the east; Of course you 
can get game in the big cities all. win- 
ter, but just now is when husband and 
father takes down his gun and goes out 
to destroy the wearers of fur and feath- 
ers. You, in the house, should be able 
to second the efforts of the masculine 
members of the family by serving up 
the game in an appetizing manner. 

Novices in game cooking @ften make 
a sad mess of their first-attempt largely 
because they try to do too much. Let 
us begin at the beginning and work up 
to the more elaborate dishes. First take 
the birds you are likely to have to deal 
with. The most common northern game 
birds are the duck, partridge, or rufiked 
grouse, quail and woodcock. When 
they, either of them, reach the kitchen 
the first question to be solved is whether 
they are young or old birds, for if old 
they must be parboiled. This is par- 
ticularly true of partridge and ducks. 

We will assume that you have a brace 
of old partridges and will try and aid 
you in preparing them for the table.in 
one of the simplest and best ways 
known. Your dish is known as “Par- 
tridge, Hunters’ Style,” and this is the 
recipe: 

Place the birds in a kettie of lukewarm 
water in which you also put an onion 
and two or three, potatees,..pared. 
cut in quarters, Place the kettle over 
a slow fire, so it will boil slowly, and at 
the end of helf an hour remove the po- 
| tates; Congoue toslowly boil the par- 
tridge until tender and then remove and 
place in a hot spider with a little butter 
and brown quickly. For a sauce shake 
some flour into the butter remaining in 
the spider after the game is removed, 
and gradually, as it browns, add enough 
of the liquor in which the birds were 
boiled to give it the required thickness. 
Pour sauce over the meat, garnish with

The same is true of venison, bear, ’coon 
squirrels and other wild meat. If you 
parboil with potatoes and onions the 
strong flavor goes largely into the vege- 
tables, which you remove and throw 
away, and only the delicate and pleas- 
ing “gamey” tasté is left. 

If you have young game that you do not 
wish to parboil and it has been kept un- 
til it is too “‘gamey,” agood way to make 
it sweet is to thoroughly ringe it in water 
in which you have dissolved saleratus 
in the ratio of a teaspoonful of salera- 
tua to a quart of water. While on “Hunt-

The bill, of which I 
enclose a copy to be printed with this 
letter, had no such bs Its object was 
to prevent the taxation of professors’ 
houses where the rent paid was in whole 
jor in part the compensation of the 
professors, or officers of instruction, ad 
ministration and government who occu- 
pied them, the athletic ‘fields or lands 
used for the purposes for which such in- 
stitutions were incorporated, as also the 
-hall and dormitories. There is not a line 
in the bill showing that it tended to 
exempt all the property, nor is there 
anything in Mr. Odlin’s argument directed 
to the taxation of all. the property; or, 
confining the language to Phillips Acad- 
emy, there is nothing in the bill to 
exempt from taxation for instance Phil- 
lips Academy farm, the Graves house, 
which have always been taxed, as has 
also the Tucker house when not occupied 
by a professor. These last statements 
are readily confirmed by reference to the 
assessors’ books. 

Phillips Academy was assessed a tax 
this year, I give the figures from mem- 
ory, of about $2900.00. I am unable to 
give the portion of this tax thatis as- 
sessed upon the houses covered by Mr. 
Odlin’s argument; that can also be read- 
ily ascertained from the assessors’ book. 
Assume it to be $1000.00; that, would 
leave a tax of say $1900.00, as to relief 
from which no one has- asked, and. no 
one, [ apprehend, will ask.

In the lower Town Hall yesterday 


morving the county commissioners held 
an important meeting regarding the ad- 
justing of land damages in connection 


with the widening of North Main Street 
way. 

Chairman Bishop presided and the 
other two commissioners were present, 
Chairman Goldsmith .and Samuel 4. 
Boutwell of the board of Selectmen were 
present, also Postmaster Arthur Bliss, 
All the abutters were represented by 
counsel. 

When tbe state highway was built it 
was stipulatea that the consequent land 
damages should be paid vy the county 
and town. The hearing was called, there- 
fore, for the purpose of adjusting the 
claims which Maurice Curran, John 
Joyce, William M, Wood, William Poor 
and-the Smith & Dove Manufacturin 
Company have inst the town and 
county. All the abutters presentéd fair 
claims and all expressed their willingness 
to be satisfied with simple reimbursement 
for the damage done their property. 

Although the street was originally laid 
out in 1803 by the Turnpike commission 
as a 66 foot street, it had to be widened 
several feet to. make it the required 63 
feet wide. This was causcd by some of 
the abutters encroaching on the road at 
times. The present owners have a clear 
title to the land seized, however, for 
deeds dating back 70 years were shown. 

In front of the land owned by Messrs. 
Curran and Joyce the street had to be 


raised considerably and $1500-has-been- 


spent in grading the land. Through their 
atturney, Charles A. DeCourcy, Curran & 
Joyce said they would be satistied with 
the bar gee 2° @ retaining wall on the 
East side of the street to replace the one 
now buried. The estimated cost was 
$1600.

Taxing the Andover Institutions. 


The timely publication of the brief of 
Mr. Odlin and the letter of Mr. Albert 
Poor, in the last TOWNSMAN,, calls up a 


question which has two sides, as is 
shown (1) by the public discussions on 
the subject of exempting hospitals, 
churches, and colleges, (2) the divided 
court in the Williamstown.-case, (3) the 
usages and legislation as well as the liti- 
gation in other commonwealths, and (4) 
the peculiar Andover situation. Some 
facts may contribute to clear up the 
latter in the minds of the TowNsMAN’S 
readers. 
1, Phillips Academy has always paid 
a tax on houses and lands which pay 
_Tent to the Trustees. This separates the 
Andover case from the Williamstown 
decision. The Tucker house, for ex- 
ample, bas always paid a tax when it has 
aid a rent to the Trustees. Even the 
houses given to the trustees as part of un 
endowment, pay taxes when rented and 
giving the Trustees income. ‘The trus- 
tees have.not asked and do not ask ex- 
emption except when a house’ is used, 
without rent, as, an official residence, 
Professor Graves is an Officer, livés ina 
house belorging to the corporation, be 
pays rent to the Trustees, avd. the house 
accordingly is taxed.

Usong. Knox Speaks at she St. Paui’s M, KE. 
Chuich Last Sunday. 


The anniversary of the Sunday school 
of St. Paul’s church was observed Sun- 
day. The pulpit and choir rail were 
decorated with plants and over the for- 
mer was an arch, bearing the word 
“Anniversary,” outlined. with leaves. 

At the morning service, Rev. C. H. 
Farnsworth delivered a thoughtful dis- 
course on the subject, ‘Church Citizen- 


ship.” At his conclusion Congressman 
Knox was introduced by Richard H. 
Fox, superintendent of the Sunday 


school, and made an half hour’s ad- 
dress. In opening he referred to the 
war from which the country is now 
emerging. ‘This all has been done” he 
said, ‘not to seek territory but to do 
good to others. Many Christian people 
are opposed to war and-it..has been 
said that the president was forced into 
it, but I wish to say that your repre- 
sentatives did nothing. until the presi- 
dent declared in his message tha®-the 
country must act. The day that the 
Maine was blown up a feeling of de- 
pression and sadness was in the heart 
of every member with whom I spoke 
because of the conviction that there 
was to be war. Everything that has 
been done in this war has been done 
with solemnity.” if 

He traced the growth of this country 
and continuing said: ‘‘We have now 
added Porto Rico, have control of Cuba, 
and have taken the Philippines. 

“What makes this country of ours of 
any. value in the world? It is the larg- 
est in size except Russia, is boundjess 
in resources, but what makes it of 
value? It is because‘over this vast do- 
main floats the American flag and un- 
der that flag there is freedom. , No spot 
is fit for a man to dwell in unless free- 
dom.-is_there.... Look. at, Cuba, beautiful 
and rich almost beyond conception, yét 
it ;was a hell of earth. In the bleakest 
part of the. United States are happy 
homes and strong and sturdy men, 
women ‘and children. The freedom 
where no man calls another master 
gives every man an equal right, every 
man has a chance to seek his happiness 
as he chooses. Never was there a castle 
oer stronghold so well protected as the 
Awelling of the humblest citizen of the 
United States. Behind these little 
homes are the army and navy of the 
United States,. Where in all the world 
has there been such-.a- possession be- 
fore? The humblest man can petition 
the legislature of the state or the gov- 
ernor; he can petition congress and the 
president and his petition must be 
heard. If he has those who-think with 
him they have the right to assemble 
and discuss and determine how to act. 
They have the right to the free press 
and free schools;--The men in this vast 
domain have not only freedom but also 
equality in rights. Every man has an 
equal opportunity with the other. 
Whence in all this world has there been 
any such birthright as that? What are 
you asked to.pay for this great posses- 
sion? You are simply asked to give 
good citizenship, guarding the coun- 
try’s honor, and looking to her welfare. 
Your duties in return for all this is 
plain. Your highest duty is..to fear 
God, cultivate the church, Christianity, 
religion, moral and upright lives. If 
you give her Christian men and wom- 
en, those who can set an example for 
others, you. ‘ve her all she asks in re- 
turn for what she gives you. 

‘When you know the history of this 
country, then you come to love it; the 
story gets into your hearts as well as 
your minds; no matter from what 
shores you come, you call this country 
your very own.. The citizen owes to the 
country the study’ of her history that 
they may be permeated by the spirit of 
its institutions, The citizen. owes as a 
uty to take an interest in the political 
affairs of the country. He is a free man, 
charged to exercise a free man’s duty. 
The great safety of the government and 
its endurance depend upon the intelll- 
gence of the citizens. More is to be 
feared from the ignorant voter than 
any other cause. The destiny of this 
country is in the hands of the man who 
casts the ballot. 

“There is a new field of study for cit- 
izens at the present time. We have 
become a citizen of the world, we have: 
broken the barriers of the ocean and 
have come into other lands. Are we 
going to stay there? If so, how? We 
have got to answer these questions and 
the men who are elected as representa- 
tives have got to determine them. The 
men who are to decide them are look- 
ing to you as citizens to know how you 
would decide them. One thing is cer- 
tain, wherever the American flag goes, 
there goes Christianity and freedom.”
